evideuce of any popular opinion, fairly 
states his disbelief of those opinions; espe- 
cially when a little caut or so would have 
foisted him into popularity with the secta- 
rians, or when he might, with prudent 
silence, have taken credit for an establish- 
ed religionist. By way of distinction, for 
the future, I shall call the infidels a reli- 
gious sect who disbelieve in lolo what many 
other sects disbelicve in part, giving them 
full credit for their folal disbelief, as I do 
others for their partial disbelief, That I 
may be kept from wandering, I, will con- 
fine myself principally to the plain ques- 
tion you wish me.to answer, ** Are the 
old and new Testament the word of God ?””

-the.doss, hosvever, of. such. brave and gal-' 
dant soldiers; but we know it is inevitable, 
aad Iocan with truth affiem, that there was 
not av officer.or soldier engaged she did 
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noiirablé ‘life, in the dischange of -bis luty 
to his King and country. "The gallantoahd 
jadicious conduct of those-that «were engag- 
ed, deprived much more than one thalf the 
army of sharing in the perils and glory 
of the day; but the steady countenance 
with which the divisionsof Generals Qlin- 
ton and Mackenzie remainéd for some hours 
under a catinonade, and the’ eagerness and 
alactity with which the lines of attack were 
formed, sufficiently. proved to me what | 
liad to depend on from them, and Marshal 
Suchet’ awaited the attack.
